REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Aug. 17_ (As- 
sociated Press).—Lieutenant\ Lowell H. 
Smith, commatider of the. American 
Army round-the-world flight, has decided 
to give up the proposed fligkt from 
Reykjavik to Angmagsalik, on the east 
coast of Greenland, and with Lieutenant 
Erik Nelson will fly instead to Freder-/ 


iksdal, on the southwestern’ point of 


Greenland; a short distance from: Cape 
Farewell. 

The correspondent of The Associated 
Press -this morning found Smith and 
Nelson studying large maps cf Green- 
land, making measurements of distance 
and deyiation. 

The jump from Réykjavik to Freder- 
iksdal will be the longest of all they 
have attempted in their wortd' flight, 
about.

Detectives waited last night at the 
bedside of a who lay in the Staten 
Island Hospit#i with four bullet wotinds, 
believing that: if he-regained conscious- 
-ness théy ‘might be able to fasten upon 
him the murder of eight-year-old Fran- 
cis: McDonnell. McDonnell-was. attacked 
and slain in the woods -at Fort Rich- 
moné on July: 14: 

The woundeil man, Jon’ Eskowsky, 
was shot twice “by police who,, with 
the-aid of fifty citizens, gorneréd him 
in a wood et Grant City, ten miles from 
the spot where McDonnell was. slain. 
The other bullets came from the man’s 
own weapon. This he turned upon him- 
self-when ‘he saw that eScape was hope-- 
less. The pursuit of Eskowsky started 
when he was identified as a “hermit” 
who had been énticing small boys into 
his hut. 

Eskowsky, who was able only to tell 
his name and that he came from Phila- 
delphia, before he lost consciousness, had 
been living for a moarth or more in a 
little shack (350 feet west of Graham 
Beach, on the. south shore of Staten 
Island. What his means of livelihood 
had been no one could say, nor were 
detectives able to find anything: that 
appeared directly to connect hint With 
the McDonnell crime except that. his 
‘habits were those of.the man who com- 
mitted that murder. 

Grant City, which is edged by Graham 
Beach, had. been aroused for some time 
over atoriés by boys of their encounters 
with hérmit ahd a sharp watch had 
been Kept for the man. At 5:15 yes- 
terday afternoon William Bellach, 14 
years old, of 353 Jefferson Avenue, saw 
Eskowsty on that street and harried to 
a gasoline station kept by Salvatore 
Pace. Bellach told Pace he had seen 
the man who several nights ago had 
tried te induce his neighbor and chum, 
George Johnson, to enter his hut. 


Gees After Suspect With a Pistol: 


Pate. borrowed a pistol, hurried: after 
the man and shouted to him to halt as 
he overtook *him. 

“The police want you,” said’ Pace. 
“You walk along ahead of mie ill we

Eskowsky, a man about 36 years old, 
seemed pacific: and obedient’ and for a 
block hé marched ahead of his captor. 
Then he snatched out a_ pistol, fired 
fled for the woods. 

Pace,, heavy set’ and slow, returned 
the. -firé, but both- men were poor 
marksmen. « Soon .Eskowsky had out- 
distanced his pursuer and disappeared 
into a_-patch of woods between. South 
Field Boulevard andthe tracks of the 
Staten Island Rapid Transit Rajlroad.

Message From Kellogg Gives 
Credit to the Administration 
for Successful Outcome. 


COOLIDGES ATTEND CHURCH 


Crowds Visit Little Vermont 
Town, but: Respect the Presi- 
dent’s Wish to Obtain Rest.

PLYMOUTH, Vt., Aug. 17.—Presidént 
Coolidge made public today a cable mes- 
sage from Ambassador Kellogg. telling 
of the agreement of the international 
conference on the Dawes plan and®his 
reply, together with a statement In 
which the President declares this.result 
“demonstrates as nothing -else could the 
wisdom of the Americah position and 
the effectiveness of the American meth- 
od of cooperation.”’ 

Ambassador Kellogg's message was 
received on the special Washington wire 
shortly after the President and his fam- 
ily had gone to church at 2:30 °P. M., 
and after the services the message, with 
his reply and comment, ‘were given to 
the press by C. Bascom Slemp, secretary 


-+ ta the President. 


President ‘Coolidge's reply.to Ambaa- 
sador Kellogg follows: 

“Message ree 
faction::. I. congratulate Fa bo 
greatly contributed td tee we 
the world.’’ 

7" Coolidge’s Statement. 

The President) wrote. his reply and 
comment in long hand. .-The following 
position of the Président was attached 
to the statement given to the. press: 

“The President believes that this is 
the .most important-reeult which : has 
been accomplished since the armistice, 
with the possible exception of the Wash- 
ington conference. {t demons@ates ‘as 
nothing else oguid the wisdom, of the 
American position and the effectiveness 
of the American method’ of. cooperation. 
With the Govérnments ef Europe taking 
this wise eOurse, there. would be little 
difficuity in securing the . necessary 
financial support. from private sources 
in this country. It looks as_if the end 
of the war had come at Jast, and the 
beginning of an honorable and, we hope, 
a lasting peace Is at hand."’ 

Ambassador 'Kellogg’s message ‘was 
giyen out as follows: | 

‘The international’ conference has 
reached agreétment assuring that the 
Dawes plan will be put into execution 
at an early date, It has been arrived 
at in the face of many difficulties and 
was possible only by reason of the 
patriotic attitude and formed determi- 
nation of all the allied and German 
delegates. I believe it presages a 
period of tranquillity and increased 
prosperity in European countries, the 
beneficial influence of which will be 
reflected throughout thé world. 

‘‘The support you have given to the 
report of the experts’. committce, under 
the Chairmanship of General Dawes, 
the encouragement to the labors of the 
conference ‘contained in your public ut- 
terances, and the suggestions you and 
the Secretary of State have made’ have 
contributed definitely to the successful 
outcome of the deliberations of the 
conference. You will readily have ap- 
preciated the cordiality which has been 
manifested towatd the. United States, 
and I.believe that the country will 
welcome the warmer relationship with 
the. nations of Europe: which, while 
avoiding the field of political. commit- 
ments or the taking of sides in issues 

which do not concern us, will provide 
e better basis for common ‘economic 
effort and increased happiness and 
prosperity for the men and ‘women of 
all countries.’

‘that it 1 Lived time for the 
“have Bev ec : : bolsiobenae) 
wee and pp hn Which will be 
affected by the reccht developments 
abroad, and the forecasts made are op- 
timistic. “A general review of the find- 
ings is given by ‘Alan G. . Goldsmith, 
Chief of the European.

“The adoption of the Dawes report by 
the London Conference,’ he says, “has 
meant the conclusion of perhaps the 
sreatest effort since the war, to bring 
about financial ‘stabilization in Germany. 
and economic a angen in ‘Europe 
a8: a” whole,”’ 

Mr. Goldsmith points dut that fure- 
pean: business stabilization will have as. 
& result’ increased exports. of: European 
g00ds, and this ‘will. bring it sharper 
competition in outlying markets. But 
at the same time, he adds, the consum- 
ing public of the entire world will be 
inereased, particularily in. the disturbed 
areas of Europe, and the increased de- 
mand for goods will cause a general 
rise in the standard of aires all over 
the world. 


Sees Benefit te America. 


“Europe now takes one-half of ali the 
American. exports and ships to _ the 
United States one-third of al: goods im- 
ported for our domestic. consumption,’’ 
declares Mr. Goldsmith. ‘‘Leaving~ out 
the broader aspects of the problem; it 
is only, reasonable to believe that we 
could not help but. benefit by an {m- 
provement in out best madfket area, 
which consumes so great. a volume of

It is reported here that John W. Davis 
will be in Washington shortly to consult 
his. managers at headquarters, but this 
report. has not. been confirmed. As for 
President Coolidge, cverything known 
oW\his ‘plans goes: to show that. aside 
from making .some radio addresses and 
a few spécches at patriotic celebrations, 
he will not be active in the campaign. 

The. Republican plan appears to be 
that the President shall keep to his desk 
with the purpose of :impressing upon 
the country that he is attending strictly 
to the public business, and desires to 
be Judged by that course and what he 
has done toward: bringing about economy 
in the administration of government. 

In his speech of acceptance, ‘the Pres- 
ident largely confined himself to nar- 
rating the accomplishments of his party 
since the inauguration of President 
Harding in March, 1921, and made few 
promises for the future that’-were not; 
repetitions of prior statements. His ad- 
dress left the impression that_his- per- 
sonal.part in the campaign will be to em- 
phasize what he has done and sought to 
ao, rather phen = ee the criti 
of his political adversaries. 

Altogether, from the Washington point 
of view, the Democratic and Republican 
campaigns. are rather lethargic, and 
have given no promise of awakening the 
capital. from. its _ordinary Summer 
drowsiness, ~ point out that 
the mpaign is still“in its-early stages 
and t the critics are mefely repeat~ 
ing what has always been said in the 
first few weeks. At the same.time the 
belief that both the Republicans and 
the Democrats ars slow to get ynder 
way appears<to. be more marked than 
Pin previous Presidential years. 

Perhaps for the reason that they have 
found it difficult to have their interest 
aroused because of the lack of activity

ON MEMORANDUM 


Disadvantages of This Plan Are 
Pointed Out by a Knit Goods 
Manufacturer. 


Dealing with the question of sales of 
knitted outerwear on consignment, Iser 
P,. Cohen,’ President of Cohen Brothers 
Manufacturing Gumpany and head of 
the Knitted Outerwear Distributers’ As- 
sociation, said yesterday that this 
method of business has assumed very 
unhealthy proportions.

One of the factors making for gen- 
eral ‘improvement in sterling is the 
cessation for the time being of foreign 
loan flotations. In regard to the fu- 
ture of the dollar-sterling rate—this 
is largely bound up with ‘the fate of 
the Dawes plan and with the extended 
demand for dollars which must soon 
arise in connection with Autumn crop 
purchases. Given complete settle- 
ment of reparations, it is safe‘to say

The Rentenbank’s 
statement, covering conditions on July 
31, showed an outstanding circulation 
of 2,071,442,143 rentenmarks, as against 
2,049,788,266 on June 30. This increase 
of 21,600,000 rentenmarks is equivalent, 
it will be observed, to more than 21 
quintillion Reichsbank paper marks, 
The ‘‘enforced mortgages’’ on business, 
which constitute the Rentenbank’s cap!- 
tal, have now been finally allocated. 
They have yielded 3$,068,397,236 gold 
marks in the unoccupied territory alone, 
which compares with estimated proceeds 
of 3,200,000,000 in the whole of Ger- 
many.

This was one reason why it 
was believed, during all the London 
controversy, that the German delegates, 
though ‘they would struggle hard for 
the best possible terms on evacuation, 
would in the end accept what they 
could get. 

Regarding the international ‘loan, the 
German newspapers declare that the 
issue price would be 93, but differ re- 
garding the nominal interest rate, some 
saying 7 per cent. and some 8. The 
higher rate is condemned in the press 
as usurious, ' 

Experts in general agree that the 
real reparations questions will arise af- 
ter and not before a settlement has been 
attained in London, for the reason that 
only then the course of economic devel- 
opment which is to make payments act- 
ually possible will begin. The general 
bélief is that, with the exception. of in- 
terest on the railroad bonds—to earn 
which longer terms will be required 
than the Dawes report proposed—Ger- 
many can in the end raise the neces- 
sary sums for reparations on the inter- 
national markets. + 

But payments directly out of home 
taxation are also considered practicable, 
because these are not to begin until 
1926-1927, and then at the low rate of 
110,000,000 gold marks. The recent de-

Frost Would Cat Corn Yield 
Disastroasly: 


Special to The New York Times, _ 
: CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—Improvement in 
the corn crop in leading States. has not 
been enough to overcome the seasonable 
laténess, which is’ two to three weeks 
behind last year, particularly in Iowa, 
where 75 per cent. of the crop is silked 
and the earliest and best fields are in 
the. roasting-ear. stage: . Thirteen per 
cent.. of the aéreage in Iowa was re- 
planted once or more and 4 per. cent. 
abandoned. Indications are .that the 
abandoned, acreage in corn this year will 
be the largest.in years. Were it the 
middle of July, instead of August, the 
corn crop would have a better chance 
of maturing ‘before frost. 

There is plenty of moisture, and while 
the crop in the leading States is mostly 
tasseled, it’ is earing and growing 
slowly, owing to the cool weather, par- 
ticularly at night. Corn needs hot, forc- 
ing weather to mature before Oct.:1 in 
most sections. In Kansas, parts of Ne- 
braska and Oklahoma the crop is well 
advanced, being practically made in the 
latter State. Throughout the Northwest 
it has been too cold, and best authorities 
say only a small percentage of the acre- 
age in the Northern sections will ma- 
ture, but will make a large amount of 
fodder. Im Southern districts of Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas it is spotted and 
the outcome is uncertai.. ‘ 

Small grain crops are practicall 
in all sections and harvesting well 
under..way. | Thrashin ne has ag ge in 
the Northwest and Minneapolis is get- 
ting a small run of new wheat daily. 

In the Southwest thrashing is about 
completed, or will be in a: week or so, 
with yields above expectations. and the 
same condition also exists in the North- 
west, where farmers are getting around 
double last year’s yield per acre. 

This means that farmers will secure 
greater returns for their work, espe- 
cially as prices are higher and they-are 
expected to sell freely..
